The Bible and Unwise Economy 


By Robert E. Speer, D.D., LL.D. 


For over a generation one of the world leaders in the great cause of foreign missions, Dr. Speer, 

Secretary of the Board of Foreign Missions of the Presbyterian Church, U. S. A., and a former 

President of the Federal Council of the Churches of Christ in America, is a Vice-President of the 
American Bible Society. 


HERE is an economy that is never wise or right. Jt is economy in mak- 
ing the Bible available for men in hard times. 
When the days are dark, men need its light. 
When the times are hard, men need its comfort. 
When the outlook is discouraging, men need its confidence. 
When despair is abroad, men need its word of hope. 

There are luxuries that may well be spared. There are even necessities 
that can be curtailed. But the Bible, indispensable at all times, is still more 
indispensable in times like these today. 

The Bible is not a book of political maxims or of economic theories. It is 
not a book of maxims or theories at all. It is a book of living principles. 
Its spirit is the spirit of brotherliness and good will. It is a summons io 
helpfulness: ‘Bear ye one another’s burdens.” It is a summons also to self-respecting independ- 
ence: “Let every man bear his own burden.” — It teaches charity, but also justice. It calls us 
to the giving and serving which the strong owe to the weak, and those who have to those who 
lack; but it also strikes straight and clear at themoral defects in individuals which are respon- 
sible for a large part of the poverty and suffering of the world; and also at the moral and eco- 
nomic defects in society, in business relations, and in the distribution of the common resources 
of the world, which are responsible for the remaining part. 

Christ is the only hope of individuals and of society.,.And the Bible is the only book which 
tells his story. It alone preserves his words, which ar€ spirit and life. It alone records his 
deeds by which he saved the world and would save it now if we would obey him. 

The best thing men can do is to spread the Bible and to get it read and obeyed. This would 
be the end of hard times, of poverty, of unemployment, of injustice, or wrong, or war. 

The last place to economize is in our gifts to spread over America and the whole world the 
gospel and the book which contains tt.

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Colportage in Panama

HE accident of geography has made 

Panama a crossroads of world com- 
merce. This republic, lying on the narrow 
isthmus that joins North and South Americas 
is bisected by the Canal, into which more than 
four hundred million dollars of American 
money have been poured. The small republic 
that numbers less than half a million people 
is the symbol of two civilizations knocking at 
her gates: the Spanish-Indian culture of 
colonial days, and that of the Anglo-Saxon 
America which has revolutionized her existence 
within the last quarter century. 

The era of internal development and an 
ambitious program of public works, especially 
road construction, began five years ago. The 
dream of the Pan American highway that 
shall some day serve as an auto road from the 
Rio Grande to the countries south of Panama 
is taking form day by day. Twelve million 
dollars have been spent on road development.

Eighty percent of the three hundred miles from 
Panama City to the border of Costa Rica is 
almost completed. This will open up the most 
populous section of the Republic, that hereto- 
fore has been closed to the world. 

Panama has done exceedingly well in her 
program of establishing a few grades of pub- 
lic schooling in many of the interior towns and 
villages. This is very highly appreciated by 
many. On account of the fertility of the soil 
and the variety of food products and also 
superior cattle, this region is well populated 
with a class of people that will some day be- 
come the real backbone of the country. 

Apart from the terminal cities of the Canal 
and parts of the provinces of Bocas del Toro 
and Chiriqui, very little colportage work has 


been done. A year ago we planned to send 


Mr. R. C. Halliday, an experienced colporteur, 
into the rapidly developing region referred to 
above; that is, the provinces bordering on the

The time was ex- 
tended, so that now the work has continued an 
entire year, and still there is much territory left 
for the colporteur.

Stuck on the Hill 


The auto carrying Mr. Halliday and his 
helper was, no doubt, the only one functioning 
that far south of North America. They had 
just sown two small towns in the south end 
of the Azuero peninsula for the first time in 
their history. Five hundred Gospels had been 
left behind, and they were returning home very 
happy. Only one bad hill remained between 
them and civiliza- 
tion. They hoped 
soon to be over 
that, but halfway 
up the hill, the 
engine played out. 
They tried every 
way to get life 
rhayicey the, foybir ull shat 
vain. The loose 
gravel and stones

time, and there 
seemed nothing 
else to do but 


send back to the 
little village and 
have an ox team 
come and _ pull 
them up the hill. 
It was_ getting 
late, and soon the 
sun would be setting on a strange tropical road. 
It did seem so stupid to be held up there to 
no purpose when the main work of the day had 
been done. So the colporteur walked to the 
top of the grade with a calabash full of eggs 
that had been traded for Bibles, and, seeing 
that he was of no other use, started to pray 
and glorify God for the “hard place,” because 
He would surely work it together with all other 
things for His and others’ good. Just then a 
very large man with a heavy voice came up the 
hill from the opposite direction. When he 
found that among the men were those cir- 
culating the Bible, he at once began to arouse 
the enthusiasm of all the others to help ear- 
nestly in a good work. So good was his exam- 
ple that, with his strong shoulders and loud 
cheers, he soon had the crowd pushing the ma- 
chine up the hill. Then he wanted to buy a 
Bible, but all had been sold. However, he 
came all the way back the next day, and not 
only bought a Bible, but helped them dispose 
of a goodly number in a region where no auto 
or other vehicle has ever been. 


Will Night Overtake Him on the Road? 
A heavy day’s work was just being finished

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at La Mesa, a small pueblo in southern Pan- 
ama, and the colporteur was preparing to dash 
over the mountain on mule back by a strange 
road to his night’s lodging.

Now, to the colporteur’s surprise, the man’s 
face wore a downcast expression. “I am sorry 
I bought that Bible,” he said. “Why?” he was 
asked. “Because I cannot read.” ‘Then, why 
did you buy it?” ‘“‘Because I have a son who 
can read, and I[ thought he would read it to me; 
but he is too lazy,

SCRIPTURES SOLD IN 
SANTA ROSA, AND 
THE PURCHASER 
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Impressions from the Annual Meeting 
of the Advisory Council

N December 3, last, the writer enjoyed 

the privilege of attending the annual 
meeting of the Advisory Council of the Ameri- 
can Bible Society, in New York. This coun- 
cil is composed of the official representatives of 
twenty-nine denominations, all of which con- 
tribute to the work of the Society. Feeling 
that individual members of our own com- 
munion, as well as other supporting churches, 
would like to know more about the work of 
this great organization, I am writing briefly 
of my impressions of this meeting. 


Bible House 


First of all, a visitor is struck by the physical 
equipment of the Bible Society. A solid and 
substantial building, of imposing size, located 
at Astor Place, opposite Wanamaker’s Store, in 
the mid-section of the eastern metropolis, pro- 
claims the fact that the Bible has its place and 
is recognized here, at the nerve center of the 
nation. This building provides adequately for 
all departments of the Society’s work, and 
through that portion which is rented, substan- 
tially increases its annual income. 


Personnel 

Upon entering the building and mingling 
with the officers and other employees, one is 
impressed by the atmosphere of cordiality and 
friendliness. We have all heard of the little 
boy who prayed that God would make “‘all bad 
people good, and all good people nice.” In the 
personnel of the whole staff both prayers have 
been answered, and a visitor feels that it is a 
pleasure as well as an inspiration to be brought 
into personal contact with the genial and cour- 
teous men and women who are the servants of 
this great Christian institution. 


Cooperative Movement 

As members of the Advisory Council assem- 
ble, we begin to realize more and more that this 
is no small organization engaged in a narrow 
or provincial program, but that all sections of 
our country, and nearly all the great denomina- 
tions of Protestant America are here. There is 
an added inspiration in the catholicity of such 
a work, and there is an absolute freedom from 
any manifestation of narrow or selfish inter- 
ests. It is good to know that the great denom- 
inations can cooperate whole-heartedly and un- 
reservedly in a world-wide Christian enterprise, 
and it is through such channels that the Spirit 
of God is ever moving and working in the 


development of a unity of the spirit among 
Christian people. 


Business-like Methods 


The work of the Society is thoroughly or- 
ganized and systematized, and it is evident each 
officer has carefully prepared for the presenta- 
tion of that part of the program for which he 
is responsible. Of course, no group of men 
such as the Advisory Council could make an 
exhaustive study of so large a work in the 
course of a day. But, with a comprehensive 
statement and clear analysis before them, the 
Council can and does act in an advisory man- 
ner, helping to mold and direct the policies and 
activities of the Society, and giving expression 
to the wishes and interests of the millions of 
constituents whom they represent. 


Size of the Work 

As the Council listen to the reports and rec- 
ommendations presented by the secretaries and 
treasurer, our vision widens, and we begin to 
realize something of the vastness of the enter- 
prise. Geographically, the whole globe con- 
stitutes our field, and we endeavor to visualize 
the activities of the ten sectional Agencies in 
the United States and of the twelve Foreign 
Agencies, covering a large portion of the world. 
We learn that the Society is translating the 
Bible, or portions of it, into scores of languages 
and dialects, and that last year more than 
eleven millions of Scriptures and portions of 
Scriptures were distributed by our representa- 
tives, in one hundred and eighty-four lan- 
guages, not including thirty-seven hundred 
Scriptures for the blind, in various systems 
and languages. 


Fundamental and Essential 

The longer one’s attention is focused on the 
production and distribution of the Bible, the 
more one begins to realize that here is the cor- 
ner stone of the program of the church. 

Preaching is important, but where does the 
preacher procure his material ? 

Foreign missions must be carried on, but 
where does the missionary find his message? 

Religious education is of vital importance, 
but what does the trained educator teach ? 

Here is an institution whose work is abso- 
lutely fundamental and primary, for without 
the Bible the whole program of organized 
Christianity would collapse. Foreign mission-

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The Advisory Council Speaks 


Action taken at its annual meeting on December 3, 1930. 


HE undersigned members of the Advisory Council of the American Bible Society, repre- 

senting twenty of the denominations supporting the work of the Society, desire to express 
their appreciation of the frank and thoroughgoing way in which the executive officers of the 
American Bible Society have opened up to them all matters connected with the operation of 
the Society. These have included the sources of income as well as the various items of expen- 
diture. We have followed with particular interest the facts and figures relating to translation, 
publication, and distribution of the Scriptures. 

The budget proposed for 1931 commends itself to us. We wish especially to express our 
gratification at the evident painstaking care with which it was made up. As far as time has 
permitted, we have studied its various elements. We record our conviction that it is a very con- 
servative estimate of the work that should be done by the Society during the ensuing year. Indeed 
we have been impressed anew by the widening fields. of opportunity which the funds at the dis- 
posal of the Society or likely to be found within the coming year are wholly inadequate to meet. 
To mention but three outstanding fields that are whitening to harvest,—China, Japan, and Bra- 
zil,—we are convinced that very much more should be done in them than will be possible unless 
the income of the Society is increased beyond present expectations. 

In this connection we desire to call the attention of the communions represented in the 
Advisory Council to the inestimable service the Bible Society is rendering both at home and 
abroad. Its work is fundamental. No one of our missionary societies could operate with any- 
thing approaching present efficiency but for the service of this Society, which places at the dis- 
posal of the representatives of the churches in all mission fields the textbook of their faith—the 
abiding message of the Lord. The Bible Society is not so much debtor to the churches for the 
missionary gifts which it receives as the churches are debtors to the Bible Society. Here is an 
evident illustration of the ancient saying that bread cast upon the waters does return. 

This work should receive larger support than is being given to it. Never, we think, was it 
_in safer hands than today. The officers of the Society and the members of various committees 
very evidently are faithfully discharging the trust committed to them. 

The fact that the giving of the churches has been lessening in amount occasions us deep 
concern. We believe that if the people can be brought to realize the nature, extent, and neces- 
sity of the work done by the American Bible Society in supporting, extending, and helping to 
make permanent the missionary work of the churches, they would respond out of glad and grate- 


ful hearts.

Those disturbed 
by and about some of the present day youth 
can see here reason for good cheer. For the 
youth of today do include such as these who, 
with their evident joy in life and good times, 
also delight in things of the spirit. 

These girls hail from our National Capital. 
Incidentally, this lends additional appropriate- 
ness to their appearance on our February issue. 
Are not February and the National Capital 
linked in proud memories of our nation’s two 
greatest benefactors and examples—Washing- 
ton and Lincoln,—worthy heroes of American 
youth? The story of the eleven-year-old twins, 
Kathleen the smiling one on the left and Eileen 
on the right, was given in part on page 198 in 
our December issue. ‘ The incident of sisterly 
affection and generosity therein mentioned adds 
a delightful element. Such girls, and there are 
surely many in our great population, are an 
asset for our country. 

Further, these girls did not just happen to 


choose to read the Bible. They were invited 
and incited by the thoughtful and purposeful 
efforts of others. To those disturbed over the 
neglect of the Bible, this picture brings the fact 
that there are those who are stimulating and 
developing the reading of the Bible. Here and 
there throughout our country, individuals and 
groups, perhaps unknown to many and yet with 
real success in their own spheres, are bringing 
old and young back to the Bible. 

In this particular case the factor was the 
National Community Bible Readers’ League 
with headquarters at Washington, D. C. Or- 
ganized in 1924, one of its methods has been 
to conduct contests, for success in which it 
offers prizes. Its rules are free from red tape 
and much detail. They call for thoughtful 
reading of the Bible, the contestants choosing 
for themselves the portions to be read. Prizes 
are awarded in accordance with the amount and 
thoroughness of their reading. The latest con- 
test was a series of twelve fair questions, such 
as: ‘“How many books of the Bible have you 
read? Give list and spell names correctly.” 
“Select any book you read and give a brief 
summary of it.” “Name some of the charac- 
ters about whom you read which you admire, 
and give reasons for admiration.” In Wash- 
ington, D. C., thirty-nine boys and girls be- 
tween the ages of eleven and sixteen read the 
entire New Testament through in connection 
with the contest of last summer, which was the 
fourth held by the league. Adults also en- 
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tered. While the league is frankly concerned 
with interesting children in Bible reading, it 
has as a main purpose the reviving of a general 
practice of reading and studying the Scriptures. 
There are 1,600 subscribers who are pledged 
to read the Bible regularly. 
-_ Another group stimulating the reading of the 
Bible—The National Home Study Council, also 
of Washington, D. C.,—is mentioned in the 
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brief article of this issue entitled “People Want 
the Bible.” There are other groups and organ- 
izations scattered over our land with like pur- 
pose. There is room and call also for still 
wider and more vigorous efforts. 

And so the picture stands on the cover in- 
viting all to rejoice in our country’s great asset 
—her aspiring youth—and to share in bringing 
ee youth and the Bible together. 


Cuba ail the Bible

O everyone the love the Cubans have for 

the Bible comes as a surprise. Each 
year, the people of Cuba acquire, on an average, 
5,000 Bibles, 3,000 Testa- 
ments, and 40,000 por- 
tions (Gospels, Psalms, 
and Epistles). More than 
half of the Scriptures re- 
ceived by the West Indies 
Agency remain in this 
famous land of sugar. 
And these thousands of 
copies of sacred text have 
an ample and equitable 
distribution among the 
different social classes. In 
the country and in the 
cities, the colporteurs and 
correspondents sell alike 
to workmen and_ mer- 
chants; who each year re- 
quest more books, as they 
say that day by day they 
are more interested in, 
and consoled by, the read- 


ing of it. In the clubs 
and intellectual centers, Sepnereioe 
the Secretary and his as- LOPEZ 


sistants sell by correspondence and confer- 
ences. Missionaries and voluntary workers 
aid, in their churches and fields of labor, this 
work of the circulation of the Bible, and 
also reach all social classes. People in gen- 
eral distinguish the Bible workers with their 
sympathy, being accustomed to see them and 
deal with them, and finding them always faith- 
ful, optimistic and enthusiastic in the cause of 
Christ. 

One of the most surprising examples of the 
extension and distribution of the Bible is of- 
fered by the district of Havana, known and 
visited as the most beautiful city of the West 
Indies Agency. This city and its surroundings 
have acquired during the last four years, 11,000 
Bibles, 4,300 Testaments, and 51,000 portions. 
The colporteur of the district, Mr. V. Lopez, 
has broken the record; he alone selling, during 
this period, 9,000 Bibles, 3,000 Testaments, and 
37,000 portions. 

It is interesting to note what has been said 
to this colporteur. by a little girl, a drunkard, a 
chauffeur, a lawyer, and a cigarmaker. 

The little girl: “Take this cent and give me 
another book like the one I bought yesterday 
at the door of my house. Do you remember? 
This little book is worth more than all those 
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they have given me to read in the school. It is 
a pity that the school books do not have the 
story of the good Jesus.” 

The former drunkard: “Sir, I am very glad 
to see you again. Do you remember that day 
when I bought a Bible, and gave you abusive 
words? Well, sir, I was drunk then, as I nearly 
always was. To-day I have come to buy an- 
other Bible, a dearer one, of better quality, be- 
cause this book is a treasure. Its reading has 
made me another man. Do you not see that I 
am not now a drunkard?” 

The chauffeur: “Listen, friend, you man 
with the Bibles! Sell me one. A friend of 
mine—also a chauffeur—tells me that this book 
contains more truth, and gives more consola- 
tion, than any other book he has read.” 

The lawyer: ‘I have a Bible, but I am going 
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to take another copy from you to give to a 
friend who does not know the fundamental 
principles of the real Christ,—as I did not 
know them, either, before I read it.” 

The cigarmaker: “I am going to tell you 
what I really think of the Bible. I always 
thought that the best way to spend my time 
agreeably was in smoking a good cigar. Now, 
I am reading the Bible, and believe that I oc- 
cupy my time better; and I enjoy myself as 
never before. I now know what it is to nour- 
ish my heart and soul with good ideas.” 

These opinions of various classes of persons 
reveal the influence that the Holy Bible has on 
many souls. A large part of the progressive 
feeling that is noted in the customs and educa- 
tion in Cuba, is due to the Bible. It appears as 
if the reading of it awakens the love of study, 
of work, of liberty, and of sacrifice. 
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For more than three years now, Cuba has 
been passing through sore trials on account of 
the difficult situation in which she finds herself, 
industrially and commercially; and yet, many 
a time recurs the case of persons who have 
very little money with which to buy bread, 
nevertheless buying Bibles. In the country and 
in various suburbs of the city, persons who 
have no money offer the colporteur bananas 
and eggs for a copy of the Scriptures. Ona 
certain occasion, a conductor of an autobus 
carried a colporteur ten trips free of charge to 
pay for a Bible. During five days a group of 
soldiers took each day a half-hour of the time 
of the colporteur, that he should read the Bible 
to them and point out important verses and 
passages. After the reading, each soldier 
bought a Bible. 

Among the read- 
ers it is the Ser- 
mon on the Mount, 
the parables, the 
cures and miracles, 
the Proverbs, and 
Psalms, which 
seem to have most 
attracted and held 
thenminitereae 
Among the intel- 
lectual classes and 
student groups, the 
letters of Paul are 
much read and dis- 
cussed. The ver- 
sions of the Bible 
Societies are much 
eulogized and in 
Spanish the version 
of Cipriano de Va-_ 
lera is preferred. 

During the past. 
four years, also the Roman Catholics have | 
shown more interest in the reading of the 
Bible, on the recommendation of some of the 
bishops. However, the versions of Scio and 
Amat are expensive and unwieldy, and diffi- 
cult to secure, as they are sold in few and 
little-known places. For this reason the 
Catholics resort to our colporteurs and Bible 
stores when they wish to obtain a copy of the 
Scriptures. | 

To us, the explanation of the fact that each 
passing year shows Cuba’s increased interest 
in the Bible is, that the American Bible So-| 
ciety is rendering good service to all. To men 
of the faith and to men of science she furnishes| 
the Book of their affections and of their.

ROM the Christian Advocate, Nashville, of 
January 9, we take this letter with its in- 
cidental tribute to Bible Sunday and special 
tribute to the Bible.

Visiting the Wounded in Brazil 
with the Gospels 


Aaa of the Bible and of the Society, 
concerned about recent incidents in 
Brazil, sent a special contribution with a re- 
quest that it be used “for distributing Gospels 
to men wounded in the revolution in Brazil, 
especially those under General Miguel Costa 
and General Juarez Tavora.” General Costa 
sent grateful thanks through Dr. Tucker to the 
donor. The colporteurs who made the distri- 
bution have given the following report: 

“We visited the hospital of the second mili- 
tary region located at Cambucy. The doctor 
in charge received us very cordially. We ex- 
plained our mission. He said, that on account 
of the very serious condition of some of the 
men it would not be convenient for us to see 
them. He called three nurses and gave instruc- 
tions that the distribution of the little Gospels 
be made among those who were not so seriously 
ill. When we told the doctor that a Christian 
lady in the United States and the American 
Bible Society were interested in giving these 
Gospels to the men, he showed great interest 
in having us see that the booklets were placed 
in the hands of the men indicated. We dis- 
tributed 160 Gospels.” 

“We visited the hospital near the Luz sta- 
tion. The doctor in charge, when told of our 
desire to visit the men, at first said that without 


an order from General Miguel Costa he could 
not let us in. When he learned from one of 
the nurses the nature of our mission, he very 
gladly gave permission for the distribution of 
the Gospels among the men. We gave out 200 
copies. 

“Again: At one place we did not find any 
one seriously wounded, but gave to the men 
who were there 200 copies. At the hospital 
camp near Lapa, we distributed 250 Gospels 
and gave a Bible to a soldier who was very 
anxious to have a copy. All the soldiers who 
received Gospels thanked us heartily and prom- 
ised to read them.” 

A ministerial student, residing for reasons 
of health in a region where large numbers of 
tuberculous cases are gathered, writing of his 
work among them, says: “In a sanatorium 
here, I sold six New Testaments and distrib- 
uted a few Gospels. Later, one of the poor in- 
mates having no money with which to buy, 
wrote me a note expressing a deep desire to 
read the entire Bible. I gave hima copy. He 
is now reading it with interest and loans it to 
others in the sanatorium to read. At present, 
IT am forbidden to walk around; but, as soon as 
the doctor gives me permission, I will visit the 
many boarding houses and other places where 
there are sick people in this region.” 


When to Give 


PARAGRAPH in the will of one of our 
recently deceased donors gives food for 
thought. He evidently shared the joy of giv- 
ing during his lifetime so strongly emphasized 
and generously illustrated by the late great 
philanthropist, Nathan Straus. We quote: 
“The bequests to the institutions named in 
this and the preceding two paragraphs of this, 
my Will, do not capitalize in many instances 
the sums which I have been giving to them 
yearly for many years; and there are many 
other institutions to which I have been similar- 
ly contributing, but to which I make no be- 
quests. The reason is not because of any 
change in my interest in, or appreciation of, 
these institutions or the work that they are 
doing, but because my theory and practice of 
giving are inconsistent therewith. I have al- 
ways felt that it was better to give regularly 
and generously from income rather than accu- 
- mulate principal with the expectation of mak- 


ing large gifts at the end. I believe that money 
set to work immediately is better used than if 
accumulated with the intention of doing great 
things with it afterwards. These plans often 
are forgotten or fail to be carried out, and I 
firmly believe that there is much greater satis- 
faction in giving money away as you go along 
than in keeping it and watching it grow in your 
own hands. Money never catches up with 
time, and good done with a little money now 
may be far greater than that done with a great 
deal more later on and is more sure to be 
done. I wish to commend, therefore, this plan 
of living and giving to my children and grand- 
children. If they will live well within their 
incomes, if they will give regularly and care- 
fully each year from their savings and, as their 
incomes grow larger, increase their giving, they 
will find great satisfaction from such a course 
and will be much happier than if they spend all 
they have on themselves or hoard it.”

tuted in 1816 with the sole object of en- 
couraging wider circulation of the Holy Scrip- 
tures, without note or comment. 

Its program is world-wide and includes the 
translation of the Scriptures into the languages 
and common dialects of the people; the pub- 
lication of the Scriptures in styles suitable and 
convenient, and at the lowest possible cost; 
the distribution of the Scriptures throughout 
the world at cost or free, as a missionary pro- 
gram. 

Membership in the Society consists of four 
classes, each with its special privileges: 

1. Annual Members are constituted by an annual sub- 
scription of $5.00. 

2. Life Members are constituted by a subscription ol 
$50.00 at one time. 

3. Life Directors are constituted by a subscription 
of $150.00 in one or two payments. 

4. Memorial Members are constituted by a contri- 
bution of $100.00. The contributor names the one 
in whose memory the Membership is created. The 
Bible is distributed through the years in memory 
of such a person.

Life Directors and Life Members. 


JANUARY MEETING OF THE BOARD 
HE ninth stated meeting of the Board of 
Managers of the American Rible Society 
in its one hundred and fifteenth year was 
held at the Bible House, Astor Place, New 
York, on Thursday, January 8, 1931, at 3:30 
o’clock p. m. Mr. Winthrop M. Tuttle pre- 
sided. 
Devotional exercises were conducted by As- 
sistant Secretary Fowle. 
The minutes of the eighth stated meeting 
were presented and approved. 
Recording Secretary Chamberlain presented 
to the chairman a gavel bearing on its head a 
silver plate with the inscription : 
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“Presented to the American Bible Societv 
by the Bishop of Harrisburg, James Henry 
Darlington. Head made from the U. S. 
Frigate Constitution ‘Old Ironsides.’ Handle 
from Lord Nelson’s Flagship ‘Victory,’ ” 


and read a letter from Mrs. Darlington stating 
that it had been the intention of Bishop 
Darlington to present to the Bible Society this 
gavel made from wood obtained from the two 
historic ships mentioned. The gavel was ac- 
cepted and the Secretary requested to send an 
appropriate letter of thanks and appreciation. 

Mr. William W. Hall, being present at a 
meeting of the Board for the first time, was 1n- 
troduced and welcomed. 

The minutes of the various standing com- 
mittees were presented and approved. 

On recommendation of the Committee of 
General Reference, Mr. Jeremiah R. Van 
Brunt, of Brooklyn, N. Y., was elected a 
Manager and was appointed a member of the 
Committee on Ways and Means. 

The Rev. Frederick W. Jackson, who liad 
completed a short term in charge of the Cen- 
tral Agency, was requested to continue for a 
further period of five or six months. 

General. Secretary Brown reported a very 
encouraging and substantial increase in gifts 
from individuals as a response to special ap- 
peals made in December, making receipts for 
that month from this source the largest in the 
history of the Society, approximately $36,000, 
and bringing the total of receipts from indi- 
viduals in 1930 almost up to those for 1929 
which had been the highest in the record of the 
Society. 


The Treasurer reported the following con- 
signments to the Society’s Foreign Agencies 
cone. the month of November, 1930: Arabic 
Levant, 2 volumes, valued at $2.42; Brazil, 
4,626 volumes, valued at $2,356.02 ; Caribbean, 
2,137 volumes, valued at $1,396. 18: za Plata. 
1 volume, valued at $5.40; Wien. 8,000 vol- 
umes, valued at $113.46; Upper Andes, 1 vol- 
ume, valued at 54 cents; West Indies, 1,840 
volumes, valued at $618. 06; total volumes, 
16,607 ; total value, $4,492. 08.
